Decisién of,the court that liquor 
lawfully acquired may be stored by 
a person for his own use in a place 
other than his home will mean that 
thousands of “imprisoned” quarts 
soon may be “releasef” in New York 
city alone, according to federal prohi- 
bition agents here. 

Frank L. Boyd. federal prohibition 
enforcement chief, explained that 
every bottle seized in his district had 
been placed in bonded warehouses, 
There it stands, he said, ready to be 
returned -to owners if the coarts 80 
order. 


Chicago Wide Open Again. 


Chicago.—Usual wide open condi- 
tions in Chicago’s whisky-selling 
cabarets and saloons were resumed 


with great vigor following announce- 
ment of the court ruling. 

Wets were delirlous with joy over 
the ruling by the United States su- 
preme court permitting the removal 
of liguor legally bought to any point 
designated hy the buyer. 

This, it is held, will make avail- 
able immense stores of bonded 
whisky here and elsewhere and the 
work of revenue agents and prohibi- 
tion officials will be doubled and 
trebled.

PEACE ARMY PLAN ANNOUNCED 


Reorganization Provides for Foree of 
337,221. Men, Inel!uding Guard. 


Washington.—The new tactical 
peace time organization of the regu- 
lar army, based on the army reorgan- 
ization bill passed at the last session 
of congress was announced by Sec- 
retary Baker. 

It provides for one skelton army 
in time of peace with a paper 
strength of 387,221 men. An army 
corps, under the new, organization. 
will consist of 76,866 men, an in- 
fantry division of 19,385 men, a 
cavairy division of 6,417 men, an ar- 
tillery brigadge of 3,414 men and an 
infantry brigade of 6,153 men. 

As the peace strength of the regu- 
lar army is only 280.000 men, Baker 
expalined that the national. guard 
and organized reserve would fill the 
gaps.

LUXEM 
AT WASHINGTON 

Luxemburg, latest and smaliest of 
the countries of the worid to send a 
diplomatic representative to the Unit- 
ed Stutes, has a ruler with a better 
popular title to her throne than per- 
‘haps any other reigning monarch. 

Though the tthe grand duchy 1s 
Smaller even than Rhode Island, it bas- 
& histury reaching farther into the 
past than many of the great nations 
among which it now takes a place. 
It has been buffeted about like a shut- 
tlecock by the countries that hem it 
in, and at one time or another during 
the past thousand years has been un- 
der the control of nearly every one of 
the principal nationg of the western 
part of the continent. 

While a part of the Holy Empire, 
Luxemburg furnished an emperor for 
the German throne. Count Henry IV 
of Luxemburg was elected to that po- 
sition in 1308 as Henry VII. Luxem- 
burg later came under the control of 
Burgundy and then fell successively 
to Spain, Austria and the first French 
republic. It remained under the sov- 
eretgnty of the king of the Nether- 
lands from 1815 to the accession of 
Queen Wilhelmina in 1890, when the 
existence of the Salic law—that anti- 
feminist outburst of the old warrior 
Franks—brought the grand duke of 
Nassau to the throne, - 

Even while the king of the Nether- 
lands was sovereign of Luxemburg, it 
was a member of the German confed- 
eration, with the ejty of Luxemburg 
garrisoped by Prussian seidiers. Re- 
tention of this garrison in the city after 
the division of e!u Luxemburg between 
Holland and Belgium {n 1831, and es- 
pecially after the dissolution of the 
German confederation in 1866, almost 
caused the Franco-Prussian war to 
start three years ahead of time. The 
matter was compromised by an agree- 
ment for the withdrawal of the Ger- 
man troops, and the demolishment of 
the fortifications of the city of Luxem- 
burg, so strong that the fortress was 
known as “the Gibraltar of the North.” 
In addition the grand duchy was set 
up as an independent state with its 
neutrality gudranteed, like that of Bel- 
gium, by the powers. This guarantee 
was one of the “scraps of paper” of 
1914. 

During the World war Luxemburg 
was practically a prisoner to Germany, 
but because the inhabitants did not 


resist, the Germans treated them with. 


a certain degree of consideration. The 
sympathies of the people were with 
France, however, and several thousand 
Luxemburgians served with the tri- 
color, This popular sympathy for 
France and the belief that the reign- 
ing Grand Duchess Marie Adelaide, 
had pro-Germun leanings made her un- 
popular. After the armistice brought 
about the retirement of the Germans, 
a bloodtess revolution broke out, and 
Luxemburg added another to fits long 
list of. sovereignties by being a repub- 
lic for a few brief hours, Conserva- 
tive elements brought. about the abdl- 
cation of the grand duchess in favor 
of her sister Charlotte, the present 
ruler, and by Iberatizing the constt- 
tution.

BRUSSELS: CAPITAL CITY 
OF THE LAND OF THE 
LOOM 


Brussels, conspicuous during the 
war, again became ia center of world 
atteution with the meeting there of 
the international financial congress. 

Brussels’ fame rests partly oa pop- 
alar misapprehensions. . 

Ite pame ig linked with a carpet 
that {s not made there, and also with 
a cathedral which, property speaking, 
is not a cathedral at all but a church— 
that of St. Guduie.' 

But even after deducting this much 
trom Brussels’ credit, enough remains 
to give it a fenemost pluce among 
world capitals, Were the rotnantie 
adventures of the city cast into a 
“mavie” scenarie, the title might ac- 
curately be “From Swamp Owelling to 
Petit Paris.” 

The seventh ocentury village on the 
Senne, near the center of what now is 
Belgium, was called Brueselle. Uter- 
ally “swamp dwelling.” with descrip- 
tive intent. The genius of a people 
for making much of meager physical 
circumstances fully warrants the nick- 
name often givea the modern city of 
parks, boulevards, art gallertes and a 
famous university. 

Suffering was no new experience for 
Brussels. More than three centuries 
earlier its great square had seen Count 
Egmont and Count Horn walk to the 
seaffold, as the fotmer recited the fif- 
ty-first Psalm, and a little later both 
heads were.displinyed to the assembled

MEXICO CITY: THE ROME 
OF THE AMERICAS 


“In all the world one cannot find 
& more remarkable capital than Mex- 
leo City,” says William Joseph Sho- 
walter, in a communication to the Na- 
tional Geographic society. 

“Situated in a valley whose floor 
fs a mile and a half above the level 
of the sea, and whose borders are sur- 
rounded by towerlug mouttulus; to- 
cated where the beautiful volcanoes, 
Popocatepet! and Ixtaccihuatl, rear 
snow-capped heads above the plain and 
stand eternal guard over 3t, its situ- 
ation Ig one of rare beauty and grand- 
eur. lis ¢Hmate is mild, the temper- 
ature ranging frum 85 to TU degrees, 
with a mean of 65 degrees, No man 
sleeps without a blanket In Mexico 
City, nor needs an overcoat at midday. 

“Prior to the conyuest the lakes of 
the Mexican valley were extensive and 
the barges of the Aztecs sulled unin- 
terruptedly from the gates of Chapul- 
tepec to Ixtapalapa. A large nuinber 
of canals intersected the ancient me- 
tropoltis of Tenochtitlan and cofnect- 
ed with the lakes in the suburbs, mak- 
Ing it a sort of new world Venice. 

“In 1607 the celebrated Portuguese 
engineer Martinez undertook té drain 
the Valley of Mexico by cutting a 
canal through the mountains. The 
work, however, was largely a failure, 
since it drained only one small lake 
and an- unimportant river, leaving 
lakes Texcoco and Chalco still perpet- 
ual menaces to the city. 

“In 1879 a huge drainage canal 30 
miles long was begun, which was 
completed in 1900, at a cost of about 
$8,006,000,-American gold. Its com- 
pletion removed the danger of inunda- 
tlons from Mexico City aud solved the 
problem which occupied the thoughts 
and engendered the fears of the 
Aztecs as far back ag 1449. 

“Mexico City is the most complete 
mixture of the ancient and the modern 
to be found in the new world, The 
old-city might date anywhere from the 
tenth century, from its appearance. 
The new city is ultra modern, and you 
step from the sixteenth to the twep- 
tieth century by wulking across the 
street. 

“The parade ground of Mexico City 
fs the Avenida de San Francisco, 
This short street extends from the 
Mexican White House to the Alameda, 
and is only about 24 feet from curb 
to curb. Here, at the approach of twi- 
light, every smart equipage in the cap- 
ital comes, Down the one side of the 
street and up the other side moves the 
procession at a slow walk, while ev- 
erybody looks -at everybody else. 

“As Avenida de San Francisco unites 
the old and the new cities, so does the 
Cinco de Mayo (Fifth of May) unite 
the cathedral, stateliest of all the re- 
ligiaus edifices on the continent, with 
the National theater, which was 
planned to be the most beautiful of 
all the amusement places in America, 
The Cineo de Mayo is thé Wall street 
of Mexies, and the buildings which 
line it are modern in every respect. 

“The Paseo de la Reforma, extemd- 
Ing from Chapultepec to the Avenida 
de Jnarez, a short avenue connecting 
the Paseo with Avenida de San Fran- 
ciseo, 8 one of the finest driveways 
of the world. 

“The national pawnshop fs one of 
the unique institutions of the ‘capital,

HOW GEOGRAPHY SHAPES 
ITALY’S DESTINY 


ituty’s peculiar geographic position 
always has heen one of the chief 
sources of the country’s remarkable 
individuality—an individuality marked 
by Its political and ecenamic course 
simve the armistice was signed, Ar- 
thar Stanley Riggs, writimg tu the Na- 
tional! Geographic society in tis re- 
gard, says: 

“Prom the beginning Nature set It- 
aiy apart. Every boundary is perfect- 
ty clear. The historic sea enfolds it 
te the south, east and west. On the 
north the terrific Alps sweep cround 
{t im a great semicircle from Mediter- 
ranean ta! Adriutic, closing the circult. 

“To be sure, from tbe time of Au- 
gustas the houndary of each side of 
northern Italy has heen Saggled, now 
to the east, now to the west, by poli- 
tics; but the physical boandary Is stli 
definitely there. So thoroughly did 
the ancient chroniclers recagnize these 
natural limits that long before the 
name of Italy had any political sig- 
enificanee or entity the writers applied 
ft to the country thus Inctlosed. The 
peninsula, with {ts tremendous Apen- 
nine baekbone, makes a huge boot 
which thrusts out practically into the 
eenter of the great midland sea. 

Necessarily, then, Italy was exposed 
to attack and invasion from three 
sides. Indeed, It was the Invading, or 
rather colonfzing. Greek who combined 
with the aborigine to form the pop- 
ulation that stocked the peninsula. 
Taken {n a smaller way, geographical 
site or posifion exercised no less dis- 
tinct an effect upon some of the fere- 
most Itallan cities; and in shaping 
their affairs and men It also influenced 
the entire world. 

“After forming this basin—northern 
Italy——the Apennines sweep southward

Over on the east- 
ern coast no rivers of Importance can 
exist, because the mountains there ap- 
proach tuo close to the sea, phough the 
tortuous, most¢y dry beds of the ‘tor-

“In this connection It Is interesting 
to note that nowhere is the peninsula 
more than 150 miles wide, and gener- 
ally not more than 100, while down 
fn Caotabria the width dwindles tn two 
places to 35 and 20 miles respectively. 
Oue of the most inspiring views in 
the whole length of the country also 
displays this nerrowness strikingly, 
when, on a clear day, from the Gran 
Sasso, the highest polut In the bleak 
Abruzzi range, central Italy, at near- 
ly 10,000 feet, one may look not only 
eastward over the Adriatle to far Dal- 
matia’s rocky shores, put also west- 
ward over the mountain and moor, city 
and sandy coust, to the dim and misty 
blue of the Tyrrhenian sea. In vol- 
canfe southern Italy, MWkewise barren 
of any great waterways, the Apen- 
mines break up into groups of hills and 
peaks, not usually so lofty as farther 
northward. on 

“As in the case of Japan, the sun 
rounding sea makes a vast difference 
in the Italfan climate. Judged by Its 
position alone, the peninsula.should be 
about the hottest part of Europe—it 
is only 90 miles from the southern 
shore of Sicily to Africa. But the twin 
seas and the ever snow-capped moun- 
tains temper the heet, and the region- 
al peculiarities are such that we find 
Turin, for instance, colder tn winter 
than Copenhagen, and Milan as warm 
in summer as Naples.”

A VOLCANIC BARNUM AND 
BAILEY 


Young America will drop anytbing 
to run to a fire. In some parts of the 
world—Hewali, for exumple—one also 
drops everything to run to a volcano 
eruption, unless he alresdy is too close 
for comfort. Then he runs from it. 

Have you ever wondered what a vol- 
eano, In action, looks like? Here is a 
description, not by a sclentist, but by 
a young Washington woman who went 
to Hawaii to live just before Mauna 
Loa’s terrific eruption last year: 

“Tt seems as if Hawaii, though small, 
must have just so much attention, and 
so ever so often she explosively projects 
herself into the arena of the world's 
happenings,” wrote Mrs. Shirley Fos- 
ter Allen. “Not content with her share 
in the 'Big Show’ in Europe, she de- 
cided to stage # first-class side show 
all her owhn—and the two yolcanoes, 
Mauna Loa and Kilauea, have certain- 
ly done their best to make it the ‘big- 
gest show on earth.’ 

“Just a word abeut the geography 
of the place. In the first place so 
many peuple seem to think the word 
‘Honolulu’ embraces all there is to the 
islands; and in the second’ place, the 
general conception seems to be that 
the volcano is located In Honolwu's 
back yard, as it were, and that 
we Honolulans take our daily 
exercise by running up. t6 the 
crater every morning before break- 
fast. Honolulu fs located on the 
Island of Onhu, third island in size 
in the group, while the volcano, or 
rather voleanves, are located on Ha- 
waii, the largest and youngest island, 
with an area of more than 4,000 square 
miles, which Ves nearly 200 miles 
southeast of Oahu, 

“The first indication of volcanic ac- 
tivity was the presence of a peculiar 
cauliflower-shuped cloud hanging over 
the mountain. Three dsys later, on 
September 29, the whole heavens were 
lit up with an apricot giow when, from 
a huge vent tu the mountain's side, @ 
flood of molten lava was belched forth, 
Spreading out into a great shallow 
stream, tt came roaring down the 
mountam slope, burning forests, car 
rying huge treés aad immense boule 
ers on its surface—sweeping every- 
thing hefore it. With a speed varying 
from one to twenty mikes an hour, ac- 
coming to the country it was passing 
over, tt broadened omt until {it was 
nearly 8 mile in widrh, After wiping 
ot the government belt road, razing 
telephone poles and destroying a vest 
amount of property, the red-hot lava 
tumbled over n high precipice and 
plunged hissing into the sea. 

“A number of excursions were made 
in October from Henolnlu. and, in ap- 
proaching the flow from the sea In the 
éarly evening, the glow from the tava 
was visible for many miles before 
Alika was reached, fi 

“Drifting within 200 yards of the 
point where the liquid rock was rush- 
ing toto the sea, the scene stretching be- 
fore one was awe-inspiring. Slewly 


ests, which hung over the source 20 
infles away, lifted and the river of 
fire stood out in its full glory, holding 
one speechless and spellbound. Leap- 
ing from pali te valley, rushing uwp- 
hill and ronring dewn, the flery flood 
thundered down the mountain slope, 
carrying on {ts bosom rockk ag big as 
houses that were tossed about as if 
they were mere pebbles. AS th@ 
stream of blazing lava neared. the 
coastline, it appeared to gather mare 
apeed, taking & final plunge over a 100- 
foot cliff at a terrific rate, aud look- 
ing for all the world like a flery Ni- 
agara. As the red-hot lava came in 


‘contact with the wafer, great columns 
of steam and gas, !ike huge water- 
spouts, were forced hundreds of feet 
Into the air. Huge boulders. hurted 
into space, exploded with thunderous 
reports into aurns of red and green 
Ughts, while finshes of what looked 
like lightning added to the chaos.”

Estimating The Yield. 


Clover heads contain a great many 
florets. Each floret is supposed to 
contain a seed, and will do so if the 
pollen has been properly distributed 
and the plant has sufficient vitality. 
However, it seems impossible to at- 
tain perfection in this respect so 
that a sort of genera average must 
be considered when making calcula- 
tions for a seed crop. 

With an ordinary stand of clover, 
which covers the ground fairly well, 
and the plants set with a reasonable 
number of heads, a head of average 
size should contain twenty-five or 
thirty seeds in order to make-the seed 
crop profitable. The heads should be 
examined while they are turning 
brown. Usually a crop is not consid- 
ered profitable when the heads con~ 
tain less than twenty seeds each. 
Under such conditions it may be bet- 
ter to cut the clover for hay with the 
intention of securing as much early 
fall pasture as possible. Then plow 
for grain and another clover crop. 

There are three different insects 
that live in the heads of red clover 
but any one of these is sufficient to 
reduce the number of seeds.

Central European Nations Com- 
piicates Problems. 


Geneva—The responsibilities of the 
Leagué of Nations and of its individ- 
ual members. under Article X-is one 
question the committee on admission 
of new members is considering in con- 
fiection with the applications of 14 
states, not including Germany. They 
are: Finland, Evsthonia, Letvia, Lith- 
uania, Luxembourg, Austria, Bulgaria, 
Albania, Lichtenstein, Georgia, Ar- 
menia, Azerbaijan, Ukraine and Cos- 
ta Rica, 

The committees also will consider 
the following questions: 

“Ts its application in order? Is the 
‘government applying recognized de 
jure or de facto, and by which states? 
Has the applicdnt nation a stable gov- 
ernment and settled frontiers; what 
is its size and population; is it self- 
governing? What has been its con- 
duct, including both acts and assur- 
ances, with regard to its internation- 
al obligations?” , 

The latter question is supposed to. 
have been inspired by the French 
Inember of the committee, M. Viv- 
jani, with a view to any proposition 
that may be submitted to elect Ger- 
Imany. 

The assembly is well up ta sched- 
wle time on the program and may 
finish ita labors by the middle of De- 
cember, 

Final concrate solutions are not ex- 


pected on all questions because most 
of the important problems are com- 
plicated by the absence of the United 
States, Russia and the Central Huro- 
pean powers. It is hoped, however, 
that: fundamental plans will be laid 
to control armaments, organize an in- 
ternational court of justice and put 
in force the blockade against any 
power breaking the Covenant.

LACK OF FUNDS HINDERS WORK 


Over Two Hundred Million Dollars 
Saved Annually By Treatment 
of Wheat Crop. 


Detroit.—Curtailment of operations 
of the dapartment of agriculture by 
congress has deprived Michigan 
manufacturers of millions of dollars 
in potential markets. 

This statement was inade to mem- 
bers of the Adcraft club of Detroit 


by Edwin T, Meredith, secretary of |- 


agricuiture, in a talk in the Board of 
Commerce building. 

“Congressmen have blindly cut the 
appropriations and estimates of the 
department to a point where its effi- 
ciency ig seriously cyrtailed,” sald 
Secretary Meredith. e have 17 
the department, and 
eight of them are practically idle be- 
eause they have no chief. The other 
departments are undermanned be- 
cause of lack of funds and because 
the pay of employes is limited by law 
to $1,600, $2,000 and $2,400 a year. 

“So-called ‘long-haired scientists’ 
have added many millions of dollars 
to the wealth of the.country by de- 
velopment of new farm products and 
chemical research to wipe out crop- 
destroying insects’ and the like. 

“When the functions of the depart- 
ment are curtailed as they were by 
the iast congress every business man 
in the country feels the effects, many 
times magnified, through loss of a 
great volume of creative wealth. It 
reduces the buying power of the farm- 
er, and in turn contracts the motor 
ear, furniture, stove and kindred’ mar- 
kets. 

“Cost of the department annually is 
around $70,000,000. Still in one 
achievement alone, that of combat- 
ting wheat rust successfully, the de- 
partment saves the nation an annual 
loss of $200,000,000. By an expendi- 
ture. of $28,000 a year $41,000,000 a 
year is saved out of possible losses 
due to hog cholera, all the work of 
the ‘long-haired scientists.’ ” 

Mr. Meredith, who is regarded by 
many a8 & Possible choice of the Dem- 
vocratic party as its presidential can- 
didate in the next campaign, critized 
the efforts made to place discharged 
soldiers on farms in the arid regions 
jof the. west, the everglades of Florida 
and the cut-over Jands of Michigan as 
radically wrong. because of the dis- 
couragements involved.

SEEK TO LOWER COST OF COAL 


Anthracite Wholesalers Would Cut 
Profits of Middlemen. 


New York-—Wholesale anthracite 
coal dealers have a program which 
they assert wil] “drive out of the coal 
business the elements which have 
tended to restrict distribution and in- 
crease prices to consumers.” 

Meeting here they adopted rules of 
their fair price committee restricting 
to two the number of middlemen be- 
tween the mine and the retailer and 


providing that no wholesaler should! 


take more than 10 per cent maximum 
gross profit on any transaction. 

It is in the nature of a warning that 
any wholesaler who exceeds 10 per 
cent will find himself in danger of 
being charged by the department of 
justice with profiteering, said a state- 
ment.
